matical, We are in agreement with onr

“likely be the result. Neither Pover

“elapse before the arrival of the second 
“Russian aquadron, Japan might have 
“inflicted irreparable damage on Busiia’s 
“interests in China,” : 

This view of the matter entirely leaves 
out of necount the part that England would 
he called upoti,to play in the conflict as the 
Ally of Japan, which is a very important 
consideration indeed. For our part. we 
haye very little belief in the early possibility 
of « war between the two Powers, Tho 
probable cost in hard eash is a factor which 
will have great weight in ‘the deliberations 
at Tokio ss well aa at St. Petersburg. 
Unquestionably, the feeling of resentment 
in Japan against Russia on account of her 
deliberate’ evasion vf the obligations to 
which ebe pledged herself in the Manchurian 
Convention of last year is ‘very strong, but 
we doubt whether it will issue in anything. 
beyond strong diplomatic proteate. Russia 
has made the fullest preparation for war in 
defence. of ker projects in this’ part. of the 
world, and we believe she has too strongly 
secured her position to be ousted except at 
great’ cost to the Power or Powers which 
make the attempt. Our northern contem. 
porary expresses the opinion that “A 
“war between a small country like Japan 
anda .vaat_DEmpire.tike:-Russia-~seants= 
“almost a hopeless task for the former, for 
“even two. great Powers like France and 
“Britain failed to inflict really serious 
“damage ou the ‘Russian Empire in the 
“Crimean war, Port Arthur will .very: 
“likely be another Sebastopol. The fact 
“of the matter ia that Russia is practically 
“unconquerable.” When the matter is 
carefully considered few, we think, will be 
be found to dispute that conclusion,

It will make. them 
soversigns, for all practical purposes, of Central 
‘America, and the Monroa dootrine, already 
accepted by British slateeman, will be a greater 
reality than ever in the course of half a 
generation. - It will enablo America to control 
the Pacific Ocean, from which we aro so far 
removed, and belp it considerably in its trading 
relations with Siberis, China, and Australosia. 
Any thonghtfol man who will glance at the 
oountriea whioh front the Paciflo Ocean will see 
what great isetes. are likely. to arise in con- 
nection with’ it: But whatever happens, 
‘America, with the Panama Canal cut, with 
possession of the Philippines, and with tho best 
harbour'in the South Pacific besides, will be in 
on immensely strong position.

THE CAPTURE OF KANO. 


HOW THE CITY Wa8 BTORMED. 
ps forming tho expedition against

Morland, left the sdvanord pest of Zoria on the 
afterniooh of the 29th Janury, On February 
the forces captured the wailed town of Faki, 
midway between Zaria and Kono. When the 
storming ‘party entered the place it was found 
that the King ond three chiefs with their 
horses hod been killed bya shell. Liontenant 
Wright, of the Mounted snfantry, was wounded 
and thirty of the enemy were killed. 

‘At eigat o'clock on the mornin, of February 
$rd Colonel Morland halted within eight bun- 
dred yards of the walls of Kano. The Maxims 
wore placed in position at 400 yards range, and 
four guns were brought into action againet the 
main get». Afteran hour's engagement it was 
found impossible to breach this gateway, and the 
walls, which wore 40ft. thick at the bottom and 
4it. at tho loopholes, proved quite impervious.to 
the fire of the 75-millimetre guns. An attacks). 
was accordingly directed i eid another gute 
farther to the west. A hole was mado in the 
second gateway, and o storming party under 
Lientenants Dyer ai d Guecoigne waa despatched 
to carry it by sszault, Anentrance was effected 
and the moment Lieutonsot Dyer, who was at 
the head:of the storming party, entered the city, 
the enemy left the wails, . . 

Colonel Morland marchodtothe King's Palace, 
which was found to bein itself a strong fort 
surreunded by a high wall and covering fifty 
sores of ground. The King bad bolted, having 
started off for Sokoto wilh—a thousand cavalry 
on January 2, but he bad left his leading 
fighting men behind with.orders to fight to the 
death, The onemy’s fighting force included 8v 
cavalry and 5,000 infantry, of whom 300: were 
killed.
